When William Maier, the wife murderer,was arraigned before Judge Pautl
to bo sentenced to doalb, Hon. G. W.
Atkinson, of hia counsel, took a stay of
execution in order that an appeal might

indications are that when the sun rises
on August 5 Mr. Maier will see for
tho last timo. It is understood that
both Mr. Atkinson and Mr. ConifT, his
attorneys, bold the opinion its firmly as

ever, that tho verdict ought to be reversed,and that there are such grounds
for its reversal that the higher court
woul tube that courso if the case came
beforo it. i

The solo trouble in Meier's case is the
lack of fuuds. It cost* liko everything
to appeal a case. Thei'o is a statuto
which compels clerks and other court
oM.ccm to serve an Indigent prisoner
Iron of charge, and Maier had the able
and faithful Borvice of two good attorneyswithout cost, by assignment of
tho court. But in ordor to take the
case higher the record must be prepared.and it is stated tlflit in Maier's caso
this alone would involve an expenditureof about $188. Of course Maier
cannot furnish that Bum. It therefore
looks as it his case was ended.

It is understood thathis.oounsel have
written to his parents in Germany, informingthem that unless money can be
promptly furnished their son must
hang. Nothing is yet known of their
ability or inclination to put up a sufficientsum to carry hia case through,
but it is regarded as doubtful if thoy
can nflord bim the aid needed.

life unjustly simply because poverty
prevented his pushing an SP®al. Thore
are cases on record wheiSftthe public
sympathy was with the convicted party,
in which money has. been subscribed
to carry forward bia appeal, but Maior
cannot look for any benevolent person
or set of persona to come tolais relief in
that way.
